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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: on page 12, line 18, 
the term "303a" should be "304a" corresponding to reference element "register DH 304a" in 
figure 7. Appropriate correction is required. 

Drawings 

2. Figures 9-13 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because only that 
which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in compliance with 37 
CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. 
The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 
37 CFR 1.84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not 
accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective 
action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

3. The drawings are objected to because there is a typographical error in figure 4. Please 
change the terms "COMPARISON OF UPPER WORDS (TWO PARTS SERCH)" to 
"COMPARISON OF UPPER WORDS (TWO PARTS SEARCH)". 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures 
must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views 
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of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant 
will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claim 1 is indefinite because there are no antecedent basis for the limitations "the 
comparison object data of said transport stream of digital television" in lines 3-4, "the upper 
word of said comparison object data of the transport stream of a digital television" in lines 7-8. 

Claim 1 recites the limitations "a fourth step that identifies whether or not data that 
matches said upper word is present" in lines 9-10, "...in the case that data that matches..." in 
line 1 1 , "a six step that, in case that no data that matches said upper work is present returns to 
said third step" in lines 14-15. Also, claims 4 and 5 recite the limitations "wherein the data that is 
compared by section filter..." in line 2 and "the number of data " in line 2, respectively. In view of 
the specification, there are different types of data such as "comparison object data", "the 
comparison data" and "the mask data" as described on page 11, line 21 to page 12, line 8. It is 
unclear what the recited terms "data" referred to, therefore, they render the claims as being 
indefinite. Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim 2 is indefinite because there is no antecedent basis for the limitation "the program 
information that included in said transport stream" in lines 2-3. Appropriate correction is 
required. 

Claim 4 is misdescriptive and renders the claim indefinite. Specifically, claim 4 recites 
the limitation " said upper 1 word has four elements" in lines 3-4. However, the specification 
discloses that the data table has four elements... (see Specification: page 11, lines 12+). 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim 4 is indefinite because there are no antecedent basis for the limitations " said 
upper 1 word", "the ANDed comparison data and the mask data", "the lower 1 word of said 
comparison data ", " the lower 1 word of mask data" in lines 3-5. Appropriate correction is 
required. 

Conclusion 

Since the scope of the claims cannot be determined as indicated above, no art rejection 
is applied in this Office Action.
